Yacht With Americans Aboard 


W ASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
— 
P resident C arter w arned today 
of the potential for ‘‘the biggest 
ripoff" in the nation’s fight to 
secure energy independence, 
denouncing oil and gas com pa­ 
nies for w anting to “ pro fiteer" 
and “g ra b ” money from the 
pockets of the A m erican con­ 
sum er. 
R eiterating his claim that the 
energy crisis is “the m oral 
equivalent of w ar, “C arter told 
a nationally broadcast news 
conference, “The question is — 
who will 
profit from 
these 
prices and to what d eg ree?” 
He said his energy package 
“assu res that the A m erican 
people will not be robbed" and 
provides adequate incentives 
for dom estic oil and g as ex­ 
ploration. 
“ But the oil com panies ap ­ 
parently w ant it a ll,” he said. 
“We a re talking about enor­ 
m ous am ounts of m oney.” 
He accused industry of trying 
to take m oney out of the pockets 
of A m erican consum ers and 
putting it in their own pockets. 
His energy program in deep 
trouble in Congress, C arter said 
“ I hope the A m erican people 
will join with m e” in fighting 
for his proposals. 
“ In A pril, when our national 
energy poilicy w as presented to 
C ongress and the people, I said 
this w as the m oral equivalent of 
w ar 
I haven’t changed m y 
m ind. 
"As in the case of w ar, there 
is potential w ar profiteering in 
the energy process ... this could 
result in the biggest ripoff in 
energy history.” 
C arter, who m akes a two-day 
visit to the Midwest and West 
later this m onth, hopes to bring 
strong public pressure on a 
House-Senate conference com ­ 
m ittee which m ust iron out a 
com prom ise on his 
tattered 
energy program 
T he 
H ouse 
voted 
down 
C a rte r’s proposed gasoline tax 
increase, but passed m ost of the 
rem aind er of his proposals with 
considerable m odification. The 
S enate Finance C om m ittee has 
v oted 
dow n 
th e 
g as 
ta x , 
proposed dom estic crude oil tax 
and a tax on industrial use of oil 
and gas.

He said it was, “just a m atter 
of plain, sim ple politics. Are we 
going to clean up and m ake the 
issues legible and intelligent or 
a re w e going to cloud them and 
confuse them to try and keep 
them m ystified." 
W alinski, a U S.D istrict Court 
judge in Toledo, is a visiting 
judge at the 6th US D istrict 
Court of Apjieals. 
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And 
despite 
White 
u rg in g 
th a t 
fe d e ra l 
controls be kept on natural gas, 
the full Senate has also voted to 
phase out those controls. 
C arter said energy 
prices 
have risen extensively in the 
past few years. 
“ T he oil 
co m p a n ie s 
ap 
parently w ant it a ll,” he said, 
“and we a re talking about 
enorm ous am ounts of money. 
The struggle is intense and it’s 
going to go on for a long tim e, 
but the basic question is going 
to be answ ered in the next few 
weeks in the C ongress.” 
“ We believe in the free en­ 
terp rise sy stem ,” he said. But 
he added that oil and gas “are 
not 
p a rt 
of 
th a t 
s y s te m ’’ 
because dom estic energy is so 
heavily by foreign production 
and im ports. 


“Our proposal would give the 
oil com panies ... the highest 
prices for oil in all the world, 
but still they w ant m o re,” he 
said. “If we deregulate natural 
gas prices, then the price will 
go to 15 tim es m ore than the 
prices 
w ere during 
the 
oil 
em bargo.” 
C arter said international c ir­ 
cum stances of the energy crisis 
now a re being recognized as 
“ very, very serious.’ 
P ast perform ances at energy 
sa v in g s by A m e ric a n co n ­ 
sum ers, he said, have been 
“ very disappointing.” 
Responding to a question on 
taxes, C arter said he would 
propose a tax cut next year. 


He said “the rap id ity ” with 
which 
it 
would 
take 
effect 
would be determ ined by w heth­ 
er the econom y needs stim ula­ 
tion. 
T h e re h av e b een re p o rts 
C arter would call for a $22- 
billion tax cut, but he cited no 
figure today. 


He said any cut would be tied 
to tax reform . Congressional 
observers have said it is nearly 
im possible to pass a tax reform 
bill unless it is accom panied by 
a tax cut.

Steel Industry Takes 
Case To White House 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
nation’s steel industry, troubled 
by 
im p o rts 
an d 
m a ssiv e 
layoffs, w as taking its case to 
the White House today in order 
to win protection from foreign 
im ports. 
Some 62,000 steelw orkers laid 
because of foreign im ports now 
a re getting federal assistance. 
M ore 
than 
21,000 
of 
those 
layoffs have been announced 
since August 
President C arter planned to 
attend part of the first session 
of a task force created to find 
solutions to industry, troubles. 
The force includes top adm inis­ 
tration officials, labor and steel 
industry leaders, m em bers of 
C o n g ress an d e n v iro n m e n ­ 
talists. 
Robert S trauss, 
the presi­ 
den t’s special trad e rep resen­ 
tative, says it will be several 
weeks before the group deve­ 
lops “hard facts an a a lte r­ 
native solutions" to industry 
p ro b lem s 
d e c a d e s 
in 
the 
m aking. 
Industry officials hope for 
som e protections from foreign 
im ports, but early indications 
from the adm inistration show 
little sy m p a th y fo r im p o rt 
restrictions. 
“I 
seriously 
doubt 
if 
we 
reduced im ports of foreign steel 
that it would have any d ram atic 
im pact on the US, steel in­ 
d u stry ," S trauss said 
While the steel producers in 
other nations restru ctu re the 
industry to rem ain com petitive, 
S trauss said, "O ur steel indus­ 
try ‘s answ er is to raise prices to 
m eet com petitive shortfalls.” 
A report by the White House 
Council on W age and P rice 
Stability agreed 
Citing high 
production costs and inefficient 
facilities, the report said im ­ 
port restrain ts alone could not 
solve the industry’s problem s 
E dgar Speer, chairm an of 
US.St eel, contends foreign steel 
producers sell products in the 
United S tates below cost 
A s im ila r se n tim e n t w as 
voiced in Rom e by G eorge A 
Stinson, ch airm an of the Nation 
Steel Corp. of P ittsburgh and 


chairm an of the International 
Iron and Steel Institute. 
Stinson said, “We feel that 
the m ajority of the steel (ex­ 
ported to the United States) is 
being sold at below production 
cost. We a re asking the C arter 
adm inistration to address the 
question as provided for under 
our trade law s.” 
Decisions by two governm ent 
agencies appear to support that 
stand 
On Tuesday the International 
T rade Com m ission 
voted 
to 
advise C arter that dropping or 
reducing quotas on specialty 
steel im ports would have a 
se rio u s 
a d v e rs e 
econom ic 
affect on the dom estic industry. 
And on W ednesday the Senate 
approved a resolution reaffirm ­ 
ing support for laws protecting 
A m e r i c a n 
i n d u s t r i e s , 
especially steel, from unfair 
foreign com petition.

Amphetamine Ban Studied 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — In a 
move to further reduce the 
availability of the drugs, The 
Food and Drug A dm inistration 
w ants to ban the use of a m ­ 
phetam ines — pep pills - as 
diet aids 
At present 88 per cent of the 
le g itim a te m ed ical 
use of 
am phetam ines is as an appetite 
d e p re ssa n t 
for 
sh o rt-te rm 
obesity control. 
Even though increased gov­ 
ernm ent control during the past 
decade has reduced the am ount 


of am phetam ines that legally 
can be m anufactured by about 
75 per cent, “abuse of these 
drugs continues," said the FDA 
W ednesday 
The agency has contended 
the drugs a rc ol only “ triv ial” 
use in weight control, and said 
“ eq u ally e ffe c tiv e but le ts 
abused drugs are available.” 
The agency plans a hearing in 
D ecem ber on its proposed ban

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Reapportionment Case 
Goes Back To Judges 


C IN C IN N A T I (U P I)

Republicans have won a small 
victory in their effort to seek 
ju d icia l 
review 
of a 
1971 
reapportionment of The Ohio 
House and Senate. 
The 6th U S. Circuit Court of 
Appeal (ruled Wednesday that 
Gov. Jam es A Rhodes and the 
C O P may take 5heir challenge 
back to the three-mem ber 
panel of U S. District Court 
judges who originally rejec ted 
their 
objections 
on 
reap 
portionment. 
Republicans in the state have 
been stymied in the reappor­ 
tionment battle by a permanent 
injunction that had barred 
further 
legal 
action 
in 
the 
controversy. 
The 
injunction, 
issued in 1973 by the three- 
judge panel in Cleveland, was 
the last word on the subject 
until Wednesday. 
While refusing to formally 
m odify the injunction, the 
appeals court ruled “ The in­ 
junction may not be read so 
broadly as to prohibit resort to 
the same court which decided 
the original controversy for 
reconsideration in the light of 
subsequent U S. Supreme Court 
decisions.” 
The dispute stems from an 
action by the five-m em ber 
State Apportionment Board in 
1971. Controlled by Democrats 
by a 3-2 margin under the 
leadership of then-Gov. John 
Gilligan, himself a Democratic, 
the board approved a plan to 
redraw the district boundaries 
of all 99 seats in the House and 
33 
Senate 
seats, 
based 
on 
population data from the 1970 
U S. Census. 
The announced aim of the 
plan 
was 
to equalize 
the 
population represented in each 
district. Along with that goal, 
the 
reapportionment scheme 
also allowed Democrats to take 
control of the General Assem­ 
bly within four years. 
Republicans challenged the 
plan in court soon after its

If no court agrees to review 
the case, the next reapportion­ 
ment of the General Assembly 
could not occur until after the 
next U S. Census, in 1980.

Are Logged By Patrol

legislators who a re caught 
speeding by Ohio State troopers 
wind up with their names on 
three-inch by five-inch index 
cards in a file kept bv Highway 
Safety D ire cto r Robert

Chiaramonte, it was reported 
today 
Scripps-Howard newspapers, 
in a copyrighted article by 
G ary 
Grace, 
said 
the 
law­ 
m ak e rs’ 
unlawful 
driving 
habits are logged because 
Chiaramonte wants to avoid 
groundless 
com plaints 
by 
legislators who feel they should 
be let off the hook 
Last August, each legislator 
was issued an 
identification 
card by Chiaramonte. He told 
Scripps-Howard then that the 
card holders "don’t get any 
special privileges” from the 
Patrol. 
Chiaramonte explained that 
state law gives legislators 
immunity from arrest if they 
are en route to or from a 
legislative session 
“ It ’s a ticklish situation,” he 
said. “ We want to make certain 
that w e’re right.” 
Asked if he thought the im­ 
munity law was justified, he 
answered, "Hell, no They’re no 
different than anybody else.” 
But Patrol sources — who 
corroborated stories 
told 
in 
independent interviews — said 
reluctantly that they view the 
cards as a license to speed for 
the favored few, the newspa­ 
pers said. 
A legislator who has a card 
issued by Chiaramonte isn’t 
likely to be ticketed for a 
violation such as speeding, the 
sources said, but the person will 
have 
his 
or 
her 
actions 
recorded 
“ If it’s just speeding, 
we 
usually won’t ticket them,” one 
trooper said 
"B u t 
if 
it’s 
something really flagrant, like 
drunk driving, then we’ll ticket 
them. 
“ We have to tell the post 
commander who it was we 
stopped, where it 
happened, 
what 
the 
offense 
was 
and 
whether the person was cooper­ 
a tive or 
b ellig eren t,” 
the 
trooper said 
Sources said the information 
then 
is 
telephoned 
to 
the 
Patro l’s Columbus headquar­ 
ters 
Until the first of this summer, 
those 
reports 
were 
sent 
to 
Columbus by teletype. 
Curiously, 
all 
copies 
of 
teletype messages that were

contacts 
with 
speeding card 
holders 
have 
been purged from the files of at 
least one Patrol post since 
Scripps-Howard began its in­ 
vestigation. 
A trooper searched the files 
for teletype messages sent on 
state 
legislators he stopped 
recently, but the post’s copies 
of the messages were missing. 
The trooper said copies of all 
teletype 
messages 
are sup­ 
posed to be kept for two years 
at

they 
originated. 
Chiaramonte said he was not 
certain how the information 
was handled, suggesting that 
Patrol Supt. Adam G. Reiss be 
questioned about that aspect. 
Reiss, however, was out of town 
and an aide said he could not be 
reached by telephone. Reiss 
also could not be reached by 
phone several times last week. 
Chiaramonte did say, though, 
that

keeps

of 
legislators’ 
traffic 
violations 
because they sometimes call to 
complain if they are ticketed. 
“ I put on the file card if 
they’ve ever been stopped for

"Then, if they call to com­ 
plain, I can say, ‘Hey, you’ve 
been stopped three or four 
times before.’ I don’t think ifs 
unreasonable to have that kind 
of information.

I ’m not going to get 
into any names, but we’ve 
arrested a lot of legislators. It’s

Farmers To Harvest 
Record Corn Crops 


W A S H IN G T O N 
( U P I ) 
- 
Farm ers will harvest a record 
6.303 billion bushels of corn, the 
crop that is the bellweather of 
the nation’s farm and food 
economy, the Agriculture De­ 
partment said Wednesday. 


The estimate, which an ex­ 
pert 
said 
foreshadowed 
a 
probable slowdown in food 
inflation next year, was up I per 
cent from last month’s forecast 
and about I per cent above last 
year’s record of 6.216 billion. 


The 1977 soybean crop was 
estimated at a record 1.647 
billion bushels, up fractionally 
from a month earlier and 30 per 
cent above a year ago. 


In Ohio, the largest soybean 
crop on record, 
108 million 
bushels from 3.38 m illions 
acres, is being forecast by the 
state Crop Reporting Service. 


The state’s corn production is 
forecast at 371 million bushels. 
The service said if realized, 
yields w ill be 99 bushels per 
acre, second only to 
1976’s 
record yield of 101 


The increase in the national 
corn forecast appeared to 
heighten 
prospects 
that 
the 
Agriculture Department will 
a ctiva te a planting control 
program for the 1978 crop as a 
com panion to an already- 
announced 
program 
under 
which wheat growers must cut 
acreage to qualify for price 
supports. 


Howard Hjort, the Agricul­ 
ture Department's chief econo­ 
mist, said crop forecasts issued 
today indicate retail food prices 
for 1977 will average about 6 per 
cent above 1976 compared with 
a 3 per cent gain last year. For 
1978, 
although 
no 
o fficial 
forecasts have 
been 
issued, 
Hjort said he expected a gain of 
less than 6 per cent — perhaps 
about 5 per cent — due mainly 
to higher marketing costs 


The forecasts of corn and 
soybean production are impor­ 
tant to consumers as well as 
farmers because those crops 
are major raw materials for 
producing future supplies of 
meat, milk, poultry and eggs 


The crop report, showing a 74 
million increase in corn pros­ 
pects 
form september, 
sur­ 
prised most government and 
private experts who had been 
predicting 
harvest 
prospects 
would decline because of rains 
last month and insect damage 
in some areas. 


The crop report estimated 
o verall 
national 
crop 
production at a record 127 per 
cent of the 1967 average up 2 
points from last month’s 125 per 
cent estimate and 5 
points 
above last year’s record 122 per 


cent. 
The new U S .estimates came 
on the heels of an Agriculture 
Department forecast that 1977 
Soviet grain harvest prospects, 
one estimated at a record 225 
million metric tons, have been 
trimmed to 215 million tons. 
Experts said this could lead to 
an increase in Soviet grain 
purchases 
from 
the 
United 
States which could help stiffen 
currently-low American grain 
prices. 
Production of U S. wheat and 
feed grains was estimated at 
254.7 million metric tons. 
The wheat crop was estimat­ 
ed at 2.02 billion bushels, down 
3 million bushels from 
last 
month because of new spring 
wheat estimates, and 6 per cent 
below last year’s record. No 
change was made in estimates 
for winter wheat which makes 
up the bulk of the crop and was 
harvested during the summer. 
Per-acre yield of corn was 
estim ated 
at 
90.8 
bushels 
compared with 89 7 indicated in 
September and 87.4 bushels last 
year. 
Per-acre yield of all wheat 
was estimated at 30.4 bushels 
compared with 30.5 last month 
and 30.3 last year. Soybean 
yields were estimated at 28.3 
bushels an acre compared with 
28.3 last month and 25.6 last 
year, 
and sorghum 
at 
54.9 
bushels an acre compared with 
55.9 last month and 48 6 last 
year. 
Harvested acreage predicted 
for major crops, with 1976 totals 
in parentheses, included: corn

m illion 
acres 
(71.1 
m illion); all wheat 66.6 million 
acres (70.1 m illion); soybeans 
58.1 million acres (49 4 m il­ 
lion); and sorghum 14.1 million 
acres (14.9 million).

In other developments 
on 
Capitol Hill, the Senate ap­ 
proved a three-year extension 
for the federal program of legal

measure now goes to a House- 
Senate conference committee. 
S o m e 
a d d i t i o n a l 
congressional reform proposals 
— 16 months in the making — 
were rejected in a surprise vote 
in the House. The negative vote, 
according to one member, was 
an 
“ emotional 
reaction” 
to 
criticism that has rained upon 
the House for the past few 
years. 
Another reform 
m easure 
made progress, however, as the 
House Ju d ic ia ry Com m ittee 
approved a bill to force top 
officials in all three branches of 
government to disclose their 
incomes. 


And another House commit­ 
tee approved a plan whereby 
Congress could not vote itself 
immediate pay raises. Each 
session would be limited to 
approving pay increases for the 
next session that would convene 
after an intervening election. 


President C arter, having 
watched his energy program 
fall

signaled a new push to win 
public support for his propo­ 
sals. 
In 
a 
m eeting 
with 
Democratic congressional lea­ 
ders, C arter said 
he was 
launching an intensive cam ­ 
paign to win approval of key 
elements of his program. 


Carter is also drumming up 
support for ratification of the 
Panam a Canal treaties, and the 
White House announced that 
Panamanian leader Om ar Tor- 
rijos would return to Washing­ 
ton in an effort to clear up some 
apparent differences over the 
pact. 


There was discussion of a 
plan to a1 ow unprecedented 
television coverage of the 
Senate when it debates the 
treaties early next year. 


The House rejected Carter’s 
request for $20 million to study 
whether existing m ilitary a ir­ 
craft can be modified to do the 
job of the B-l bomber, which 
Carter ordered canceled

Everyone should be on the 
alert for potential fire hazards 
around homes and offices. 
Salem Fire 
Department 
In ­ 
spector Lee Cranm er said re­ 
cently while checking out a city 
residence for safety violations. 
The department is marking 
F ire Prevention Week all this 
week. 
Cranmer pointed out 
that 
many hazards exist 
without 
residents being aw are of them 
Hazards found during the in­ 
spection included a non-vented 
hot water tank, extension cords 


running under rugs, fuel cans 
stored near pilot lights on appli­ 
ances, an unscreened fireplace 
and an overloaded electrical 
box. 
C ran m er said a recently 
passed city ordinance notes 
utility companies which "ta g ” 
appliances as hazardous must 
notify the fire department of 
the violation. The department 
follows up on the case to insure 
repairs are made. 
P rio r to passage of fhe 
m easure, repairs w ere not 
required 


Cranm er said many home­ 
owners are not aware that a 
fireplace screen is to be used 
prim arily to keep sparks from 
jumping from a fire onto floors 
and carpeting. 
F'uel 
cans 
stored 
in 
basem ents near appliances 
with pilot lights are another 
hazard, Cranm er said. He said 
the volatile vapors which emit 
from a gasoline can collect 
along the floors and can be 
ignited if they come into con­ 
tact with a pilot light. 
A rrangem ents

spections of 
homes, 
offices, 
businesses or schools can be 
made by calling the fire pre­ 
vention phone at 337-3053. Chief

Catlos 
said 
persons 
should avoid using the em er­ 
gency phone number if they are 
calling to set up an appointment 
for an inspection. 
The department also offers 
sessions on the use of fire extin­ 
guishers.

t pened last July, when F B I agents armed with 
J sledgehammers, power saws and crowbars, 
£ swooped down on the Church of Scientology in 
/ Washington, D C., and Los Angeles in search of 


't documents allegedly stolen from extensive 


government files amassed during years 
scrutiny of Scientology. 
The warrant for the raid was later declared to 
be improper by a federal judge and so vague as 
to be a violation of the Fourth Amendment’s 
guarantee against unreasonable searches and 
seizures. 
Back in 1963, the Church of Scientology in 
Washington had again been the target of federal 
intrusion when the Food and Drug Administratin 
confiscated the church’s “ E-meters” — elec­ 
tronic devices used in counseling sessions —- 
claiming they were being advertised for the 
treatment of diseases. The Scientologists 
eventually won this battle with government also. 
Since it was founded in 1954, Scientology has 
gradually won recognition by numerous courts 
and government agencies, including the Internal 
Revenue Service, as a bonafide religion whose 
doctrines are based on a mixture of religious 
philosophies. Nondemoninational and ,open to 
people of all faiths, Scientology currently claims 
membership of more than three million in this 
country. 
It would seem that the F B I should have 
something better to do in 1977 than harass 
religious organization whose danger to society 
if any 
lias never been demonstrated.

TH E GOOD ASPEC TS of the 
{bill merit emphasis. For the 
i first time, it is here proposed to 
| establish firm guidelines for 
¿sentencing in criminal cases. 
¿The bill would establish five 
classes of felonies and three 
classes of misdemeanors. As a 
general proposition, judges 
would have to impose sentences 
according to policies laid down 
by a new Sentencing Commis­ 
sion. The procedures should go 
a long way toward eliminating 
the aberrations of judges who

In terms too clear to be mis- 
| construed, the bill lays down 
i the extra punishment that must 
i be imposed for use of a firearm 
J in committing a federal crime: 
» “The court may not sentence 
J the defendant to probation, but 


shall sentence him to a term ot 
imprisonment of not less than 
two years.” The two-year term 
must be imposed in addition to 
any 
other sentences, 
and 
cannot be served concurrently. 
The pending measure junks 
some existing laws that should 
have been junked long ago — 
the Smith Act, the Logan Act, 
the last vestiges of the Com­ 
stock Act In their place we 
would have sensible provisions 
dealing with espionage, treason 
and interstate commerce in ob­ 
scene materials. The simple 
possession of less than 10 grams 
of marijuana would be left to 
the states to prosecute ac­ 
cording to state law 
Many other desirable fea­ 
tures deserve applause. The 
proposed 
revisions 
would 
simplify 70 confusing federal 
statutes having to do with theft; 
the statutes dealing with “ at­ 
tempted" 
crimes 
would 
be 
beefed up; laws on bail jum­ 
ping, loan sharking and racke­ 
teering would be strengthened. 
Fifty perjury statues would be 
condensed to three. There is 
much that is good 
BUT IN CERTAIN 
broad 
areas 
areas 
unusually 
subject to abuse because of 
their very broadness — the 
drafters of S. 1437 have gone too 
far. Whether wittingly or un­ 
wittingly, they 
have forged 
weapons 
that 
malicious 
in osecutors 
and 
despotic 
judges could put to terrible use. 
We of the press may perhaps 
be forgiven a certain sensitivity 
in these areas. We have seen 
tinpot tyrants on the federal 
bench impose gag orders, as in 
Baton Rouge six years ago, that 
had to be obeyed under pain of 


contempt 
even though the or­ 
ders were blatantly unconstitu­ 
tional We have seen reporters 
sent to jail for refusal to dis­ 
close the names of confidential 
sources. The pending bill im­ 
poses no effective restraints 
upon such judges. Indeed, the 
bill authorizes a judge to im­ 
pose a three-year prison term 
plus fine “ in any amount 
deanied just by the court” upon 
a

denies that his bill would 
permit any such thing, but 
unless words have lost their 
meaning, that is exactly what 
his bill would permit. 


The bill presents dangers not 
only to the press, but to every­ 
one else. 
Section 
1861, 
for 
example, gives startling au 
thority to any "public servant.” 
meaning any federal bureau­ 
crat, in times of flood or riot. 
Section 1323, purporting to deal 
with witness tempering, is 
phrased so broadly 
that 
it 
might punish “ any act with 
intent to improperly influence 
the conduct of a legislative 
inquiry.” The civil rights sec­ 
tions of the bill might well be 
construed to make federal 
crimes of virtually any mis­ 
conduct involving speech or 
assembly. 


The offending sections of the 
pending bill can be repaired. 
Provisions that are alarmingly 
broad can be carefully nar­ 
rowed. With further thought, 
the sponsors can protect the 
people from despots on the 
bench. This bill is very close to 
being a good bill, but it now 
suffers a fatal defect: It is not 
close enough

Those of us who know both 
men are praying that they can 
work out some kind of compro­ 
mise. It would be a pity after all 
these years if the Panama 
Canal turned brother against 
brother.

N EW YO RK - On the wall of 
a national labor headquarters 
in Vulcan House on Anderson 
Street deep in the heart of 
Johannesburg, South 
Africa, 
hangs the picture of George 
Meany, American unions’ chief 
of chiefs. 
And at regular intervals 
during a conversation with the 
South African national labor 
leader, J A. Grobbelaar, the 
Africkander who heads 
the 
Trades Union Congress there, 
he looks to his left, points up to 
the framed photo and says 
enthusiastically, 
“ That’s my 
favorite plumber.” 
This wasn’t the first time on 
distant continents that I ’ve run 
into the long arm and influence 
of 
the 
president 
of 
the 
American Federation of Labor- 
Congress 
of 
Industrial 
Organizations. Obviously not 
only in the US. is Meany’s 
image 
the 
common 
denominator of labor power — 
to be called on when money, 
manpower, strategists and 
sheer political muscle are 
needed anywhere in the free 
world. 
On this global labor front — if 
you give, you get. 
So, on 
returning from agitated Africa, 
I took as a phenomenon as 
natural as sunrise the fact that 
Meany had invited some seven 
influential labor leaders from 
across the world to help the 
New York-based Amalgamated 
Clothing and Textile Workers 
Union (ACTWU) battle the big 
J. P Steveas textile company. 
And these seven labor chiefs 
sure did travel far and long in 
response to Meany’s invitation 
to come and sit 
with the 
American union’s 
leaders, 
M urray 
Finley 
and 
Jack 
Sheinkman and a cadre of 
organizers attempting to smash 
through the new labor frontier 
in the American South. 
M EA N Y 
HAD 
reached 
across the world for two 
reasons. One was to do what 
comes naturally — aid one of 
his powerful affiliates which 
had called on the central AFL- 
CIO headquarters for help in 
unionizing some 44,000 Stevens 
employes. 
And secondly, in the vintage 
era of his 60-year labor career, 
the 83-year-old Meany wants to 


roll across the Rubicon — or 
open the Mason-Dixon line and 
unionize the entire South. 
“ Organizing is more difficult 
there; it always has been more 
difficult in the South,” he said 
recently. "Resistance to union 
organization is much stronger. 
But I don’t think that is going to 
stop 
the 
unions 
from 
organizing. 
“ I think that eventually we’re 
going to crack the South.” 
Obviously 
the 
Stevens 
company is the first Maginot 
line to crack. 
After con­ 
solidating some religious forces 
behind the union s boycott 
campaign, the ACTWU then 
asked Meany to go global. He 
invited the textile and clothing 
workers union leaders from 
Japan, Australia, New Zealand, 
France and Mexico. They 
came. The Stevens company 
has affiliates, or is partner in 
textile and clothing firms in 
these lands. And there they are 
unionized. 
And 
among 
the 
foreign 
national textile labor chiefs, 
was Charles 
Ford, General 
S e c re ta ry , 
In tern atio n al 
Textile, Garment and Leather 
Workers Federation. 
Now we get into that strange 
world 
of 
intricate 
labor 
organizations which the media 
rarely covers; rarely gets into 
the public pale; rarely is 
studied except by a handful of 
esoteric 
labor 
university 
students and rarely is un­ 
derstood by “ outsiders.” 
Charlie Fo rd ’s worldwide 
organization is an “ In ter­ 
national Trade Secretariat’’ 
(ITS) — meaning that it is a 
central organization of national 
unions each covering a trade in 
their own nation. For example, 
the United Auto Workers union 
is an American affiliate of the 
Geneva-based International 
Metal Workers Federation. 
There are “ secretariats” for 
almost 
all 
trades. 
These 
secretariats generally 
a

headquartere 
Switzerland. 
In turn they work with the 
International Confederation of 
Free Trade Unions in Brussels. 
Total membership runs to 60 
million and more. 
If ever really coordinated, 
the International Confederation 
and the International Trade 
Secretariats (many of whose 


leaders actually are powerful 
socialist government figures) 
could decide the day the earth 
shall stand still. 
WHAT M EANY, Finley and 
Sheinkman wanted of the seven 
foreign labor leaders was to 
have them alert their national 
unions 
back home 
(in 
Australia, Japan, etc.), to 
convince their central labor 
federation (the counterparts of 
the AFL-CIO) to alert all af­ 
filiated unions to sound the 
tocsin — boycott the products o' 
J. P . Stevens. 
And 
to 
get 
the 
tough 
longshoremen, and they are 
tough, in Japan, Australia, New 
Zealand, etc., 
to 
refuse to 
handle or transport Stevens 
products. 
For several days beginning 
Sept. 1, the foreign chiefs met 
at the AFL-CIO headquarters in 
Washington with Meany and 
the ACTWU officials. 
They 
promised to go home and finger 
the Stevens products, the stores 
which sell them, etc. Of course, 
this will hurt not only the 
Stevens workers here but the 
Stevens affiliates’ unionized 
employes in Japan and the 
Down Under countries, Mexico 
and the others. 
This is the first time, I do 
believe, such a global boycott 
conference has been held. In 
the past the ACTWU union 
clobbered 
the 
Farah 
Manufacturing Co., maker of 
jeans and slacks. Cesar Chavez

boycotted. Pete Bommarito’s 
rubber workers tried to 
similar action against mu

tire companies 
struck not too long ago. None of 
these global boycotts matched 
what is now planned by Meany 
and the ACTWU leaders across 
the world. 
This 
newest 
Operation 
Boycott is far more global — 
touching all continents. They’re 
even talking of swinging the 
Common 
Market 
and 
the 
United Nations into the act. 
There’s more here than the 
unionization of one company. 
There’s a new industrial world 
to conquer. First Stevens. Then 
the one million other non-union 
Southern textile workers. Then 
the South, USA. 
Small wonder George Meany 
is the “ favorite plumber” of so 
many labor chiefs.

Allen, D-Ala., they created such 
utter chaos in the Senate that 
Byrd was finally driven to 
despa ration. 
EN LISTIN G M ONDALE as a 
virtual puppet, the majority 
leader used raw

bludgeon Abourezk and Met­ 
zenbaum into submission. And 
even

;ht well have been averted 
the Senate Republicans; 
who were so anxious to put k 
halt to this particular filibuster 
not dragged their heels earliei* 
this year on proposed rules 
changes. 
For weeks, Byrd tried tp 
persuade the GOP minority to 
agree to modifications of the 
filibuster rule that would 
sharply restrict the sort of post­ 
cloture delaying tactics which 
Abourezk and Metzenbaum 
used to devastating effect in the 
deregulation battle. 
But Minority Leader Howard 
H. Baker Jr., R-Tenn., and his 
GOP colleagues feared such 
rules changes might deprive 
them of a valuable tool for 
resisting the will of the Senate’s 
heavy Democratic 
majority. 
AS A CONSEQUENCE, Byrd 
finally gave up his attempt to 
push a rules change through the 
Senate, jerking the reform pla^ 
off the calendar last May. 
Without Republican support, 
the 
m ajority 
leader 
acknowledged, there was no 
way to obtain the two-thirds 
vote needed to change any 
Senate rule. 
The m inority may have 
learned its lesson from the 
bitter experience in the gas 
deregulation fight. Baker has 
now 
appointed 
three 
Republican senators to work on 
a revision of th filibuster rule. 
A change is certainly needed. 
Filibusters can serve a useful 
purpose. They guard against 
hasty action in the passion of 
the moment. They insure a full 
debate of the issue at hand. 
They protect the rights of the 
minority. 
But once three-fifths of the 
Senate, or 60 members, vote to 
curtail debate, that should put 
an end to the delays. Neither a 
Jim Allen resisting some civil 
rights measure, nor a Jim 
Abourezk fighting deregulation 
of gas prices, should be per­ 
mitted 
to block 
the 
entire 
Senate from working its will 
after that 60-vote hurdle is 
crossed. 


From Our Readers 


The two articles relating to 
Columbiana County facilities in 
the Friday, October 7, 1977 
Salem News, raised several 
questions which seem to be 
unanswerable. 
1. Where are the necessary 
funds to operate the Tobin 
Center coming from? 
2. Where will the funds for 
operating the proposed Mental 
Health Center come from? 
Several years ago, it was 
decided that we must have the 
M u lti- C o u n ty 
Ju v e n ile 
Attention 
System 
(Tobin 
Center). I have had no reser­ 
vations about the need for such 
a holding center. Having toured 
the facility during 
working 
hours, I am convinced that our 
tax dollars have been well 
invested in both the physical 
point and in the future of many 
young people. 
The question still remains, 
how do we pay for the operation 
of it? A general reserve tax 
measure such as the “ piggy­ 
back” sales tax, which offers no 
assurance as to where the 
money will be spent, not only 
will but should be defeated at 
the polls. The “ hooker” in this 
tax is two-fold—no assignment 
of income and the mandatory 
companion one half of one per 
cent vehicle use tax which is for 
unspecified purposes. 
Now we are told that we will 
be the grateful recipients of a 
new mental health facility 
which will only cost $1,200,000 
This tab is to be picked up by 
the state for $750,000, the 
taxpayers to the tune of $106,000 
which our commissioners have 
agreed to contribute, 
the 
taxpayers again by way of a 
$250,000 loan to the Mental 
Health Clinic Board of Trustees 
and $94,000 apparently not yet 
secured with ground breaking 
but two months away. 
I submit the thought that a 
new mental health facility 
might be more palatable if it 
were completely funded prior 
to construction; if we now had 
sufficient funds with which to 
operate it; and if we could not 
pay for this and other services 
we are . now 
committed 
to 
support. 
The Mental Health Clinic is 
going to be committed not only 
to the building, but to main- 
t e n a n c e , 
i n s u r a n c e , 
replacement funds, twenty-four 
persons to be added to staff, 
interest on the loan, repayment 
of the loan principle, etc., etc. 
Total additional operating cost 
has not been specified but a 
reasonable 
guess 
might 
be 
$296,000 
per 
year 
as 
a 
minimum—$240,000 
salaries, 
$3,600 upkeep, etc., and $20,000 
loan repayment 
Tax building is 
beautiful, 
quite in line with today’s desire 
for the “ early American” look. 
We 
are 
concerned 
about 
energy, yet we design energy - 
eating buildings which are the 
most 
uneconomical 
single 
story, windows all over the 
outside walls and at a cost of $66 
per square foot. The proposed 
area is equal to that contained 
in ten or more middle-sized 
homes. 
For what? How many cases 
are referred to Mental Health 


Clinic? How many return for 
help after the first interview? 
How many really benefit? What 
is the rate of return? 
Somehow, I cannot relate all 
of the above facts to good 
government. Too often in the 
processes of county govern­ 
ment (and Salem city) I have 
found that a democratic idea is 
not at all acceptable to the 
opposive 
party 
and 
a 
republican sponsored 
idea 
never sets too well with the 
democratic office 
holders. 
Certainly there must be some 
merit in each party that the 
logic opposition can agree to, 
besides the need for additional 
tax 
revenues 
and 
higher 
salaries for the office holders. 
They cannot even agree on how 
much 
money 
is 
actually 
available in the county till! 
It appears that we, the tax­ 
payers of this county, are being 
led down the primrose path of 
build now, pay later. I submit 
this is financial irrespon­ 
sibility! 
I wonder what would happen 
if we did not re-elect a single 
office holder and installed a 
complete new group of officials 
whose interests were sincere, 
not self-serving, no obligated to 
any particular party or group of 
persons and were financially 
responsible.

American steel industry be­

steelmen 
say 
auto 
production will increase and 
cars of the future will be built 
primarily 
of 
“ high-strength, 
low-alloy” steel 
Much of the steel produced in 
America goes into autos and 
with the federal government 
pushing for lighter and more 
fuel-efficient cars, steelmakers 
are placing their hopes on 
HSLA steel which, pound for 
pound, is stronger than regular 
carbon steel. 
“ By the 1980s, you’re going to 
find that practically everything 
made of steel in a car will be 
replaced by HSLA steel,” said 
Stan Lore, coordinator of high 
strength steels for United 
States Steel Corp. 
“ We’re anticipating a near 
tripling in HSLA steels in cars 
between now and 1980 or 1981, 
representing an increase of up 
to 300-350 pounds per car, 
added John Thornton, U S 
Steel’s 
transportation 
in­ 
dustries coordinator in Detroit. 
Technological 
advantages 
and 
safety 
factors, 
the 
steelmakers say, will enable 
them to compete successfully 
with 
HSLA 
steel 
against 
materials such as aluminum 
and plastic. 
Patrick J. Coletta, 
vice 
president of G M ’s manufactur­ 
ing staff, said HSLA steel’s 
“ manufacturing technology is 
similar to that of conventional 
steels and this means existing 
production 
facilities 
and 
machinery can be used with 
verv little modification 


“ HSLA 
steel 
competes 
mainly with plastics in load- 
bearing automotive structures 
where 
strength 
must 
be 
combined with weight-saving,” 
he said. 
“ W e’re presently testing 
wheels made from this mate­

They reduce total car 
weight significantly and the 
results are encouraging.”

William D. Keast of 
Youngstown, counsel for the 
hospital, filed the appeal on a 
judgment entry by Judge J.

The jury was prohibited from 
considering any award after

The jury awarded Marlene K . 
W ard $295,000 in damages 
following an arteriorgram per­ 
formed at the hospital Jan. 28, 
1975.

“ Industry attracts industry, 
business attracts business," he 
pointed out 
He aims for companies with 
jobs that the city’s work force 
can be trained for easily. 
“ Cities are depositories of the 
unskilled, the lower educated 
and minorities,” he said. 
As “enticements,” over and 
above normal urban advan­ 
tages, he and others in his field 
offer financial incentives in the 
form of tax breaks, training 
program subsidies or land 
discounts. 
His job includes keeping an 
eye on the state and city 
lawmakers, promoting incen­ 
tives for industry and business 
and lobbying against laws that 
scare them away. 
“The big question is whether 
locating here in Pittsburgh will 
help to increase bottom line 
profits,” he said. 
“ Pennsyl­ 
vania has a bad name for 
squeezing the businessman.” 
He is convinced that for many 
firms, cities remain the most 
profitable location; but not only 
industry comes out ahead 
“ People have to remember 
that if the cities die, the suburbs 
die, too,” he said “ So the cities 
have to remain strong.”

Official Says Water 
Can Provide Energy 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A 
federal official says “a truly 
inexhaustible energy source" 
can easily be derived from 
plain water. 
Edwin Kintner, director of 
the 
US. 
Department 
of 
Energy’s Magnetic Fusion divi­ 
sion, said Tuesday the element 
deuterium, found naturally in 
water, also can help overcome 
the protests of environmental­ 
ists because it can lead to 
rpactors 
with 
less 
solid 
radioactive waste. 
Deuterium has atoms twice 
the mass of ordinary light 
hydrogen atoms and is used in 
nuclear reactions. 
It “can be easily extracted 
from ordinary water” and is 
the primary fuel of fusion, “a 
truly inexhaustible energy 


source,” Kintner told a scientif­ 
ic seminar. 
Kinter said urgent develop­ 
ment of controlled fusion to 
generate more electrical power 
is 
being 
carried 
out 
in 
laboratories at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn.; Livermore, Calif.; Los 
Alamos, NM, and Princeton, 
NJ, and at an industrial firm, 
General Atomic, of La Jolla, 
Calif. 
He said plants using fusion — 
the union of atoms to release 
enormous amounts of energy — 
are preferable to fission reac­ 
tors, which involve splitting of 
atoms to achieve the same 
result. 
“ Fusion plants will not 
contain plutonium or other 
materials which must be 
safeguarded to prevent diver- 
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sion for clandestine nuclear 
weapons," Kinter said. 
He said the smaller amount 
of solid radioactive waste “will 
mean a decrease in the 
radioactive dose to the public in 
comparison to fission plants.” 
As a result, Kinter said, 
utility firms which have run 
into public resistance over 
safety fears will get a major 
boost "in siting and licensing 
when compared with either 
fossil or fission plants.” 
Kinter said fusion is “envi­ 
ronmentally attractive” and 
yields no combustion products, 
its reactors “release fewer 
wastes” and they inherently 
have a low probability of ac­ 
cidents. 
Describing the program as 
“the new order of things” and 
vastly cheaper than other 
nuclear power plans, Kintner 
said fusion reactions in plasma 
— ionized gas — are the basic : 
energy sources of the universe 
in our sun and the other stars.”

Plight of stained sink 


POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — Recently we moved into a new 
home with a badly darkened or stained marble sink in 
the bathroom. Vinegar, bleach and other household 
cleaners have not helped. Do you have any suggestions 
short of putting in a new one? 
Also, I am a great one to mark my calendar with all 
special occasions, birthdays, and doctor’s ap­ 
pointments. I keep such calendars for as long as five 
years so I am able to check back on things. I am saved a 
lot of research. — SARAH LEE. 
DEAR SARAH LEE — It may be that a new sink is 
the only answer to your problem. There are times we 
have to give up and face the fact there is no hope. Just 
washing off the bleach does not give the bleach time to 
work on anything that is as badly stained as your sink 
evidently is. Fold a cloth several times, soak in chlorine 
bleach and lay it on the stains. Leave it perhaps all day 
or all night. Cover it with a piece of plastic (a dry 
cleaner's bag would work) so the cloth does not dry out. 
Rinse off. If the stains have not departed but there are 
some signs of improvement you might try again. Some 
stains also respond to a gentle rubbing with ammonia 
and hydrogen peroxide. Rinse off well whatever you use. 
I prefer trying such things in the daytime. Then the 
cloth can be redampened if it dries quickly. After mar­ 
ble is cleaned a thin coat of colorless wax could be 
applied to give It a glow and make It more soil and spot 
resistant. Good luck. —POLLY 
Women Reject Image 
On TV Commercials 
NEW YORK (UPI) — When 
was the last time you saw a 
television commercial in which 
a woman held an executive 
position? 
Probably never, because 
companies and their advertis­ 
ing agencies apparently believe 
men would have trouble ac­ 
cepting a woman in a position of 
authority over men — say, as a 
bank loan officer. 
That was the theory at a 
recent lunch at Metropolitan 
Life Insurance in New York, 
part of “Women in Business 
Week” organized by the New 
York Association of Women 
Business Owners. 
The lunch zeroed in on “The 
Image of Women in Television 
Commercials” with a presenta­ 
tion by the Screen Actors Guild. 
Kathleen Nolan, national 
president of SAG opened with a 
speech, in which she pointed out 
46 per cent of all women 16 
years and over were in the work 
force, while stay-at-homes 
“represent 25 per cent of 
American women, yet they are 
the target group most being 
sought by clients and tradition­ 
al marketing strategies.” 
Part of the reason is obvious 
— they are the women who are 
at home and able to watch 
television during the daytime. 
Whether they really worry 
about waxy yellow buildup and 
cringe at the possibility of ring- 
around-the-collar is another 
matter. 
In song and sketches, some 
SAG members had fun with 
some old standbys, such as the 
man in the laundromat who 
approaches a housewife, tells 
her he "is here to prove a 
Gint,” and offers her 57 cents 
* her mohair coat. 
There’s the woman who 
confesses guiltily to her psy­ 
chiatrist that, among things, 
she has aluminum pock marks, 
water spots on her glassware, 
severe static cling, “plus my 
plastic wrap keeps coming 
undone.” 
Then there’s the one that the 
SAG performers tagged "the 
most chauvinistic commercial 
on television today, in which a 
man, in patronizing tones, 
brags, ‘This is my wife, my 
little wife. She takes care of 
me...” and winds up with, “My 
wife — I think I’ll keep her. 
The discussion then went to a 
panel of experts including one 
distinctly embarrassed male 
director of television commer­ 
cials — Peter Israelson. Israel- 
son admitted the parodies hit 
close to home, and spoke of the 
“gross stereotyping of Ameri- 
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can women. 
He made one other point — 
these commercials sell their 
products. 
Another 
panelist 
was 
Frances Sternhagen, who most 
viewers know best as Mrs. 
Marsh, the babysitter in a 
toothpaste commercial. 
She made it clear why ac­ 
tresses accept roles 
that 
stereotype women — they like 
to eat. That means the actress 
takes the best commercials she 
can get, but if the checkbook is 
low, it may be necessary to 
compromise. But there are 
limits. 
As an example she said she 
had “an aversion to advertising 
drugs on television’’ because 
some of them “tended to say 
you can solve your problems by 
taking a pill. I just don’t want to 
be any part of that.”

Deli Lady Complains 


DEAR ANN: I work for a 
large supermarket chain, as a 
deli manager. I enjoy my job, 
which is giving customers free 
samples of cheese, spreads, 
and pieces of salami and other 
goodies.

When I put a tray of cheese 
spreads on top of the counter, 
Court Rules 
Gesture's 
Not Obscene 
HARTFORD, Conn. (UPI) — 
Giving someone “the digitus 
impuaicus” — otherwise known 
as “the finger” — may be of­ 
fensive but it’s not obscene, a 
Superior Court says. 
The case published today in 
the Connecticut Law Journal 
involved an “anonymous” high 
school student, who was arrest­ 
ed after extending his middle 
finger in the direction of a state 
policeman. 
According to an appellate 
review of the case, the student 
was riding a school bus that 
was stopped at an intersection. 
A state trooper pulled up to 
the rear of the bus and the boy 
wiped the condensation off the 
rear window, waved a pal over 
and proceeded to make the 
gesture toward the trooper. 
‘The trooper waited for the 
bus driver to turn off the 
flashing red lights, whereupon 
the officer turned on his siren, 
pulled the bus over to the side of 
the road, boarded the bus and 
arrested the defendant,” the 
court said. 
The youth was convicted in 
the Court of Common Pleas as a 
youthful offender for having 
made “an obscene gesture 
and appealed to the Superior 
Court. The higher court over­ 
turned the conviction and ruled 
the boy innocent. 
The Superior Court said in its 
unanimous ruling that to be 
obscene “the gesture must be, 
in a significant way, erotic and 
must appeal to prurient interest 
in sex or portray sex in a 
patently offensive way." 
The court noted the use of the 
“digitus impudicus,” or the 
middle finger, as a disrespect­ 
ful gesture is of ancient origin 
and that Diogenes, a Greek 
Cynic philosopher who lived in 
the fourth century BC, is said 
to have insulted the orator 
Demosthenes with it. 
“It can hardly be said that 
the finger gesture is likely to 
arouse sexual desire. The more 
likely response is anger," the 
court said. 
“Because the charge and the 
proof were limited to making 
an obscene gesture the defen­ 
dant's 
conviction 
cannot 
stand,” the decision concluded.

Marty causes of gastritis 
By Lawrence E . Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR 
LAMB - My 
husband has been under a doc­ 
tor’s care for over two months 
for chronic gastritis. He is on 
a bland diet and he takes a 
white pill four times a day. 
He is getting no better and 
has pains all the time. Could 
you explain what gastritis is? 
He stays on a diet but he is los­ 
ing weight. He was 167 and is 
now 154 
DEAR READ ER - Always 
remember that “itis” means 
inflammation. Gastritis, then, 
means inflammation of the 
stomach. The lining may show 
areas of increased redness 
and 
e ro s io n and s m a ll 
hemorrhagic spots. 
Gastritis may be an acute 
self-limited disease as may 
occur with some forms of food 
poisoning or after alcohol in­ 
g estio n 
T h ese a re b est 
treated with a bland diet such 
as Jell-O, milk, puddings and 
such foods with no starches 
and, of course, avoiding the 
factor that caused it, such as 
alcohol 
Acute gastritis from food 
poisoning is usually caused by 
some bacteria. The duration 
of the illness is short and the 
bland diet plus measures to 
support the patient, such as 
fluids if needed, are given 
temporarily. 
Chronic gastritis is a bit 
more difficult. The condition 
persists and may or may not 
cause pain It, too, is treated 
by a bland diet and sometimes 
antacids and medicines to pre­ 
vent the formation of acid 
digestive juices. 
There are many causes for 
gastritis, including underlying 
liver disease. An offending 
agent may cause the inflam­ 


mation by direct contact in­ 
side the stomach or by way of 
the blood stream after it is ab­ 
sorbed. Authorities do not 
agree whether alcohol causes 
gastritis by dissolving the 
protective 
layer over the 
stomach lining or by way of 
the blood stream. Aspirin has 
a direct action on the lining. 
The combination of alcohol 
and aspirin is particularly apt 
to cause irritation and acute 
gastritis. 
I am sorry to say the treat­ 
ment of chronic gastritis is a 
great deal more difficult than 
treatment of acute gastritis. 
Other than the bland diet and 
measures to neutralize the 
acid formed by the stomach 
there is a limited number of 
things that can be done. You 
have to let nature gradually 
heal the condition. Of course, 
avoiding alcohol, aspirin and 
following a proper diet are 
musts in such cases. The 
p rop er d iet m ean s also 
eliminating all coffee in all 
forms, tea, colas, cocoa and 
chocolate. 
A medicine with hormonal 
type action (dexamethasone) 
is sometimes used and that 
may be what your husband’s 
doctor is giving your husband. 
Cigarettes should also be 
eliminated.

Norseperson 
M ED IA , Pa. (U P I) - Two 
things rankle Ivar Christensen 
— a Johnny-corne-lately named 
Christopher Columbus and fed­ 
eral bureaucrats who insist on 
referring to Norsemen as 
“ Norse persons.” 
Accordingly, he and 998 
hardy 
followers 
boycotted 
Columbus 
Day 
on 
Monday, 
dedicating the day instead to 
Leif Erickson who, Christensen 
says, really discovered the New 
World 500 years before Colum­ 
bus followed and swiped all the 
headlines. 
“ We've been trying to get 
Leif Erickson as much credit 
for showing the way as others 
get for following it,” said Ivar 
Christensen, president of the 
Leif Erickson Society based in 
this Philadelphia suburb. 
The Norwegian-born Chris­ 
tensen said 
he 
has 
been 
promoting the son of Eric the 
Red as founder 
of North 
America for about nine years. 
He said his group’s member­ 
ship has increased to 999 
members and now 
includes 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey and 
actress Liv Ullmann 
He said there is ample 
documentation from the old 
Norse sagas, archeological 
findings and old maps to show 
the Norsemen got here about 
1003 — nearly five centuries 
before Columbus and his crew. 
“ I think scholars generally 
agree that they got here first, 
but the question is where did 
Leif land,” Christensen said, 
adding there is evidence of 
Norse 
settlements 
in 
Newfoundland, but they could 
have been colonists who came 
afterward 
Erickson himself was a 
Christian sent by the king to 
proselytize, Christensen said, 
and his explorations were “ a 
turning point in the life of the 
Vikings because they ceased 
being marauders and became 
peaceful explorers.” 
As more information comes 
to light on the Erickson ex­ 
plorations, Christensen said, 
textbooks will change He said 
the number of requests for 
information 
he gets 
from 
educational 
institutions 
indi­ 
cates a change already is in the 
making. 
But he still has to get through 
to White House speechwriters, 
who referred to his people as 
"Norsepersons” in a recent 
proclamation 
He said the 
designation angered Norwe­ 
gians and, 
“ I 
think 
Leif 
Erickson would take offense.”

Reaper-Mower

machinery in the mid-1800’s 
helped shape the course of 
American history in many 
unique ways. 
One of the most unusual 
examples of such farm-related 
shaping of history, according 
to Sperry New Holland, equip­ 
ment m anufacturer, is a 
possibility that Abe Lincoln 
may 
never have become 
President had it not been for 
competition in the develop­ 
ment of farm machinery 
When Abe was just a rising 
young lawyer in Springfield, 
111., one of his early legal 
battles involved a suit between 
two machinery manufacturers 
over rights to a reaper and 
mower, a dual-purpose rig that 
could be used to harvest grain 
and cut hay. 
One: company was repre­ 
sented by Edwin M. Stanton 
and Lincoln; the other by 
William H. Seward. 
The case dragged on for 
three years until 
finally 
Stanton and Lincoln won. 
Stanton received a $10,000 fee 
and Lincoln’s share was $1,000. 
It's said that Lincoln used the 
money to carry on his cele­ 
brated debates with Stephen A. 
Douglas. 


And it was those debates that 
launched Abe on the road to 
the White House. 
There are a couple of other 
twists to the story. 
The losing Seward later 
served in Lincoln’s cabinet and 
was a victim in the assassina­ 
tion plot. 
And one of the founders of 
the company that Stanton and 
Lincoln successfully repre- 


Fall Plowing Curbs Johnsongrass Growth 


Ohio growers are reminded 
that fall tillage can mean the 
difference 
between 
good 
control and little or no control 
over next year’s johnsongrass 
infestation. Where soil con­ 
ditions 
perm it, 
extension 
specialists 
recom mend 
a 
moldboard or chisel plow to 
help break up johnsongrass 
rhizomes and expose them to 
potential winterkill. 
Rhizomes, root-like storage 
organs from which new shoots 
and 
roots 
can 
develop, 
typically remain dormant over 
winter and are unaffected by 
most herbicides. Fall plowing, 
followed by at least one discing 
prior to herbicide application 
in the spring, assures growers 
of optimum effectiveness with 
soil incorporated materials. 
“It’s extremely important to 
identify johnsongrass and 
treat it promptly,” said Dr. Ed 
Strube, agronomist at The 
Ohio 
State 
University. 
U ntreated, the weed can 
spread rapidly and take over a 
field in as little as three years, 
cutting yield by 50 per cent or 
more. In severe infestations, 
growers have found their crop

sented was Ralph Emerson, a 
member of the family that also 
included one of the giants of 
American literature.

Under his pres­ 
idency in 1862, he signed three 
of the country’s most im­ 
portant farm laws.

Once the weed becomes 
established, a combination of 
cultural and chemical prac­ 
tices are essential for control, 
added the agronom ist. In 
{ 
»articularly 
severe 
in- 
estations or for spot treating 
small patches, Stroube advises 
growers to use a contact 
herbicide like Dowpon or 
Roundup to kill the existing 
weeds and rhizomes. These 
treatments will not affect later 
germ inating 
johnsongrass 
seedlings, however, so they 
must be followed by preplant 
seedling control herbicides. 
The key to seedling control 
lies in proper chemical ap­ 
plication and thorough soil 
mixing to guarantee contact 
with emerging weed sDrouts. 
Herbicides recommended for 
seedling johnsongrass control 
include 
Sutan 
+ 
and 
Eradicane in corn, Vernam 
and Teflan in soybeans, and 
Eptam on some forage and 
vegetable crops. Eradicane at 
the six-pound rate will give 
johnsongrass rhizome sup­ 
pression. 
Easily Identified 
Identifying johnsongrass is 
relatively easy in the fall, 
since it normally towers over 
crop plants. It grows to more 
than eight foot in height, has a 
seed head one and a half feet 
long and the underground j 
rhizomes are often about as 
thick as a man’s thumb. Seeds 
are reddish-brown, about one- 
eighth inch long and oval 
shaped. The plant goes to seed 
in the late summer or fall. 
| 
Long known as a lowland 
weed that spread chiefly by 
seeds carried in floodwater, 
johnsongrass is being found on 


more upland soils and con­ 
tinues to move farther north 
each year. The seeds, which 
can remain viable in the soil 
for several years, often are 
picked up by birds and other 
anim als 
and 
deposited 
elsewhere. In addition, farm 
tillage 
and 
harvesting 
equipment can carry seeds 
from field to field. 
In addition to competing 
with crop plants for available 
soil nutrients, moisture and 
light, johnsongrass also serves 
as host to the corn diseases 
known as maize dwarf mosaic 
(MDM) and maize chloratic 
dwarf (MCD). These diseases 
overw inter in johnsongrass 
rhizomes and spread to corn 
by aphids and flea beetles. 


Where 
johnsongrass 
is 
present, growers should select 
a corn hybrid resistant to these 
diseases 
to 
avoid 
crop 
damage. 
Hrought From Turkey 
Johnsongrass was brought 
into the U.S. from Turke\ 
about 150years ago for use as a 
hardy livestock forage crop 
Planted 
in a 
few 
areas 
throughout the South, growers 
soon learned that 
acreage 
covered by johnsongrass was 
almost impossible to reclaim 
for other crop usage It earned 
the nickname “bankruptycy 
grass” for its tenacious hold on

One 
medium 
5x2-inch, 
boiled, then peeled sweet 
potato, 147 grams, provides 
more than twice the recom­ 
mended daily allowance of 
vitamin A for an adult, almost 
three-fourth of the vitamin C, a 
tenth of the iron, a tenth of the 
thiamine, and provides other 
vitamins and minerals. 
COOKING: 
Bake, boil, fry, candy them. 
When boiling sweet potatoes, 
then do best left in their skins 
for 
fullest 
flavor 
and 
nutritional value. When cooked 
they will pop right out of their 
skins with a gentle rub of the 
finger. 
Favorite 
dish 
is 
mashed sweet potatoes topped 
with marshmallows and baked 
briefly and add spices such as 
nutmeg delicious added to 
sweet potato dishes.

ticularly those with dairy or

A dairyman, for example, 
with 50 milking cows and 
young stock handles 2,000 tons 
or more of materials, such as 
hay, silage, grain, bedding and 
manure.

Insulation Saves Energy, 
Pays Off In Fuel Economy 


COLUMBUS — What do you 
know about insulation? Do you 
need insulation? Do you need 
to add more to what you have? 
Roger Miller, Extension 
Agricultural Engineer at The 
Ohio State University, has 
some pointers that will help 
you decide the answers to 
these questions. 
All building materials have 
some insulation value, but the 
term insulation generally 
refers to products designed 
primarily for this purpose, 
Miller says. Insulation helps 
keep heat in the building 
during cold weather and helps 
keep heat out in hot weather. 
There is no ideal or perfect 
insulation that is best for all 
application. For example, 
some materials may be well 
suited for insulating walls or 
ceilings in new construction 
but could not be used for in­ 
sulating existing buildings. 
The various forms of in­ 
sulation are rigid, blanket, 
batt, foamed-in-place and 
loose fill. 
The insulating value of 
various materials can be 
compared by their thermal 
resistance, 
says 
Miller. 
Thermal resistance is com­ 
monly called the “R” value. 
The “R” value indicates the 
ability of the material to resist 
the transfer or passage of heat. 
The higher the “R” value, the 
better the insulation. 
Published “R” values may 
be for a one inch thickness of 
material, or for the total 
thickness of a material. The 
“R” values are added together 
to get the total insulation 
value. For example, six inches 
of vermiculite at R 2.2 per inch 
equals 
13.2. Six inches of 
cellulose at R 3.7 per inch 
equals 22.2. The total R of 22.2 
provides a greater resistance 
to the passage of heat than the 
R of 13.2. 


materials have a difference in 
rating when used in the wall as 
compared to their use in the 
ceiling. R values are usually 
indicated on the product or 
package by the manufacturer. 
Some of the more commonly 
used insulation materials and 
their R value per inch of 
thickness are as follows:

Cellulose (milled paper or 
wood pulp), 3.7; Wood fiber, 
softwoods, 3.3; Perlite, ex­ 
panded, 2.7;

Mineral fiber with resin bin­ 
der, 3.5; Glass fiber, organic 
bonded,

Vapor Barrier 
Insulation is available with 
or without a vapor barrier. In 
new construction, insulation 
with the vapor barrier at­ 
tached is commonlv used. But. 


a separate vapor barrier u! 
plastic film can be placed 
between the insulation and the 
inside wall, floor or ceiling 
material. 
In existing houses where 
exterior walls have had in­ 
sulation added, a good vapor 
barrier can be provided on the 
interior wall surface with two 
coats of aluminum paint, over 
which decorative paint or wad 
paper can be added. Vinyl wall 
coverings or two coats of 
enamel paint can serve as a 
vapor barrier Also, the in­ 
stallation of vents in the ex­ 
terior wall surface will let the 
wall breathe. Moisture that 
gets inside the wail can exit 
through the vents. This also 
helps reduce the possibility of 
paint peeling. The ceiling of an 
existing house will not need a 
vapor barrier if the attic is 
well ventilated.

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Ohio's Wild Plant Garden: 
Legends Of Healing, Food

wives’ tales which claim wild 
plants can cure everything 
from a toothache to a broken 
heart 'heal-all), ward away 
witches (St. Johnswort) and 
give you visions of the man you

seeds.) 
Whether it is the enchant­ 
ment of “ self-sufficiency and 
living off the land,” or the lore 
that 
lies 
behind 
many 
of 
grandma’s 
home 
remedies, 
searching 
fo r 
edible and 
medicinal plants can be fun. 
“ Wild plants are a very 
practical 
part of 
life 
that 
people tend to ignore,” says 
Nancy Stranahan, naturalist 
with the Ohio Department of 
Natural Resources’ (ODNR) 
Division of Parks and Recrea­ 
tion “ For centuries man has 
had many uses for wild plants, 
both practical and m ystical.” 
Early Theory 
E a rly theory underlyin g 
many folklore beliefs, was that 
the Creator of the Universe 
had provided a remedy for 
every human illness. The 
ancient “ doctrine of signa­ 
tures” was a belief that the 
shape and structure of a plant 
was a clue, or “ signature,” 
telling mankind what ailing 
human organ it might benefit. 
For instance, a plant with a 
heart-shaped leaf was believed 
good for ailments of the heart. 
Since the ginseng root resem­ 
bles a human body, the plant 
was believed to be good for 
treating ailments throughout 
the body 
There 
were 
m any 
who 
believed in the power of the 
ash tree bark to cure a wart. 
M ark T w a in ’s H u ckleberry 
Finn had a 
“ cure-all” 
for 
rem oving w arts from 
his 
hand: "You got to go all by 
yourself to the middle of the 
woods, where you know there’s 
a spunk water stump and just 
as it’s midnight you back up 
against the stump and jam 
your hand in and say, ‘Barley­ 
corn, barley-corn, injun-meal 
shorts, spunk water, spunk 
water, swallow these w arts,’

be dug up, cleaned, and boiled 
or fried with potatoes and 
onions.

has orange flow ers 
which only open for a day. The 
unopened flower buds can be 
boiled for a 
few 
minutes, 
buttered and served like green 
beans. 
Weed Stops Pain 
One of the Stranahan’s fa­ 
vorite medicinal plants is the 
jewel weed or touch-me-not, 
which is good to use on welts 
one 
m ight 
receive 
a fte r 
w alking 
into a 
patch 
of 
stinging nettles The stems of 
the weed are crushed and 
applied directly to the welts to 
stop the pain. Other individ­ 
uals claim the plant is good for 
jxiison ivy and mosquito bites. 
Other than folk medicine, 
wild plants can be prepared as 
food and used to make beauty 
concoctions, na tura l dyes, 
sachets, perfum es, spices, 
flavoring herbs and twine 
“ Wild food plants are differ­ 
ent,” says Stranahan 
‘They 
have 
their 
own 
distinctive 
tastes, but they are not a 
substitute for the cultivated 
domestic plants man is accus­ 


tomed to eating.” 
“ Before you begin your own 
outing, you must know what 
you are doing,” she cautions. 
“ Collecting edible victuals is a 
skill that requires a thorough 
knowledge of plants.” 
Two Rules 
There are many guidebooks 
on wild foods and she urges the 
beginner to study wild plants. 
There are two rules to follow 
when experimenting with wild 
plants: never eat anything you 
aren’t fam iliar with and never 
eat a large quantity of a plant 
the first time. 
“ We encourage people not to 
go and learn just those plants 
that are edible, but rather try 
to get a comprehensive knowl­ 
edge of the plants that live in 
O hio,” 
said 
S tranahan. 
“ Learning what plants are 
edible goes hand in hand with 
learning 
to 
id e n tify 
the 
m ajority of native flora and 
plants.” 
Stranahan noted there are 
also wild plants that can be 
h a rm fu l 
if eaten. 
“ M any 
plants are so common and 
seemingly innocent to man 
that you might not suspect the 
plant’s toxic quantities. Just 
because an animal or bird may 
eat a wild plant, it doesn’t 
mean the plant is safe for man 
to eat.”

In 
one case against the maker of 
an elastic exerciser, the court 
said it was not necessary to tell 
users 
that 
rubber, 
when 
stretched, can snap back 
“ It would be unreasonable,” 
said the court, “ to require that 
a manufacturer warn against 
every injury which may ensue 


in the use of his product. A 
manufacturer cannot (make) 
a knife that w ill not cut or a 
hammer that w ill not mash a 
thumb or a stove that w ill not 
burn a finger. The law does not 
require him to warn of such 
common dangers.” 
Nevertheless, 
manufactu­ 
rers must not take too much 
awareness 
for 
granted. 
In 
another case a liquid weed 
killer did carry a warning 
about handling the material. 
But the; c was no warning that 
the ground to which it was 
applied 
could 
rem ain 
dangerous for days. 
A woman became ill by lying 
on the contaminated ground, 
and later succeeded in holding 
the company liable. The court 
said the company could not 
assume that users would be 
alert to this kind of risk. 
Furtherm ore, the warning 
that is given must be suf­ 
fic ie n tly conspicuous. The 
label on a cleaning flu id 
cautioned against inhaling the 
fumes. But the caution was in 
small print, whereas the word 
“ sa fe ty” 
— p a rt 
of 
the 
p ro d u ct’s 
name— appeared 
much more prominently on the 
label. 
A gain, the m anufacturer 
was held liable to an injured 
isumer. 


Store Mowers

dealer. Schedule

service 
appointment well before the 
onset of spring mowing. 
Do follow these rules and 
your lawn mower w ill be ready 
to spring into action.
